H. S. Syverson, missionary in El Sal- 
vador, asked that his year’s allotment 
for the territory be sent him in a lump 
sum so that he could buy sufficient 
stock to maintain a fine dairy at the 











school, and by so doing be able to 
make the work self-supporting. In a 
letter I have just received, he states, 
“We have thirty-nine head of cattle, 
so we should do quite well with that. 
Our school will. be out in another 
month; that will cut down expenses 
a lot, and we shall be able to begin 
building some of the churches that 
we have in our plans for this year. I 
think that we shall have at least four 
built before the dry season ends.” 


For your information, Brother Sy- 
verson and his workers have a brick 
kiln in which they make brick and 
tile roofing for their buildings and 
enough to sell to others, thus helping 
to support their native workers and 
the work of the Church in that ter- 
ritory. Also, they have a profitable 
rose garden as another one of their 
projects. Pray for them that God will 
continue to bless and that a great 
revival will sweep that part of the 
country, too. They have had for some 
time “the mercy drops around us are 
ae but (now) for the showers we 
plead.”

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“THEY TESTIFY OF ME” 


To testify is to bear witness for or against a person or 
thing.. Our topic is taken from the fifth chapter of St. 
John, verse 39, where the Lord Jesus challenges His 
critics by these words: “Search the scriptures, for in them 
ye think ye have eternal life: and they are they which 
testify of me.” This challenge holds good today to all 
the atheists, skeptics, and infidels throughout the world. 
For anyone to be ignorant of ‘this profound fact is an 
indisputable admission of total ignorance of God’s Word, 
for is it not a fact that from Gen. 1:26, where God said, 
“Let us make man,” to the last chapter of Revelation, 
the last verses, “He which testifieth these things saith, 
Surely I come quickly: Amen. Even so, come, Lord Jesus. 
The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you all. 
Amen,” there is witness of the fact that Christ was the 
Anointed One, the Son of God, who co-existed with God 
the Father from eternity. Therefore, for the Jews to ques- 
tion His divine sonship is a plain admission of their ig- 
norance of the Scriptures. 

The Jews admitted there was one to come, a Messiah, 
and now that He was there, actually doing the work the 
Messiah was supposed to do, they did not believe Him. 
They did not believe Him despite the fact that God 
Himself had declared, in Gen. 3:15, “I will put enmity 
between thee and the woman, and between thy seed and 
her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise 
his heel.” Further, they were still steeped in unbelief 
despite that fact that Moses had said, “A prophet shall 
the Lord your God raise up unto you of your brethren, 
like unto me; him shall ye hear,” Acts 7:37. Yes, the 
Scriptures had testified of Him, as written by shepherds, 
prophets, kings, and common people. Isaiah, the great 
Messianic prophet, testified by prediction of His birth, 
of His family, of His names—Emmanuel, Mighty God, 
Everlasting Father, Prince of Peace; of His anointing, 
wisdom, spiritual discernment, justice, righteousness, 
gentleness, perseverance, radiance, passion, meekness, and 
works; Illuminator, ‘Judge, Reprover, Burden Bearer, 
Sin Bearer, Liberator, Only Saviour, Intercessor, Arm 
of the Lord, the Divine Saviour; His vicarious suffering; 
His sinlessness, His saving power—the Righteous King. 
And yet, the scribes, Pharisees, hypocrites, pyblicans, 
sinners, and Herodians, by the thousands, refused to 
accept Him as God’s Love Gift to the world the greatest 
Missionary the world has ever known. This is an admission 
of the fact that though the multitudes followed Him for 
the loaves and fishes and when they thought He would 
start a revolution to throw off the Roman rule, they 
deserted Him when He revealed the true nature of His 
mission, which was “to seek and to save that which was 
lost,” and to purchase the church of the living God with 
His own blood. 

Fortunate for the world, however, that Jesus Christ 
would take the small minority of consecrated men and 
women—first twelve, then seventy, then one hundred 
and twenty active disciples, with certainly many, many 
more who were staunch believers in Him yet, more or less, 
secret disciples and charge them with the responsibility 
of becoming living witnesses of Him, His works, death, 
resurrection, ascension and promise that He would return 
for the church. Before He left, He gave to them the charge 
which is still the charge to the church today: “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy’ 
Ghost: teaching them to observe all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.” Then again, during His 
postresurrection period, we read, “Being assembled to- 
gether with them, commanded them that they should 
not depart from Jerusalem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye have heard of me. For 
John truly baptized with water; but ye shall be baptized 
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with the Holy Ghost not many days hence.” He also said, 
“Ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth,” Acts 1:4, 5, 8. 

The scriptures of the Old Testament were not to be 
the only testimonies to the Messiahship of the Lord Jesus, 
but His disciples, who had been bearing testimony by word 
of mouth at the time they started following Him, were to 
be living witnesses of Him in all of His relationship 
to the human family in His great earthly mission. Not only 
were His immediate disciples to bear witness, but those 
whom they would win, by the help of the Holy Spirit, 
should also become witnesses to bear testimony to Him 
as the only Saviour of mankind. 

The apostolic ministers and members were qualified 
to be effective and efficient witnesses due to the fact that 
they were personally acquainted with the Lord Jesus and 
were experimental adherers to His great gospel. They 
were born-again witnesses; they were sanctified witnesses; 
they were witnesses baptized with the Holy Ghost; not 
only that, they were witnesses who were well acquainted 
with the Scriptures that had borne testimony of Him be- 
fore His birth, as well as the nature of what His life’s 
ministry, suffering, death, resurrection, and ascension 
should be. This qualification is requisite of those who 
would be witnesses for the Lord Jesus today, with the 
exception of having personal relation with Him in the 
flesh. In fact, our personal relationship with Him in the 
Spirit should be just as strong and definite as was theirs 
after His ascension. 

I know that a sermon is not to be a testimony alto- 
gether, in the sense that we consider ordinary testimonies 
in praise services, but is it not a fact that a sermon would 
be ineffective if a preacher was not able to give a per- 
sonal testimony? This is proved by the fact that Simon 
Peter’s sermon on the day of Pentecost was made effective 
because he was actually testifying to the life, work, death, 
resurrection, and ascension of Jesus Christ, and the result 
was three thousand souls saved and added to the Church 
of God. John the Beloved said, in 1 John 4:14, “And we 
have seen and do testify that the Father sent the Son to 
be the Saviour of the world.” Yes, John and all the dis- 
ciples not only knew that Jesus Christ was God’s Son, 
but He was the Saviour of the world, and they knew 
this experimentally. We should be grateful unto God that 
as the Holy Ghost moved holy men of old to write pro- 
phetic testimony of the birth of Jesus Christ and His life, 
death, and resurrection, that the Holy Ghost was sent 
also in personal power, not only to anoint the followers 
of the Lord Jesus Christ to testify by word of mouth to 
all those with whom they came in contact from Jerusalem 
to every place they went, but that the same Holy Ghost 
that moved holy men of old to write the Old Testament 
moved upon a number of the followers and ministers of 
the Lord Jesus to write a personal testimony of their ac- 
quaintance and personal experience with the Lord Jesus. 

Matthew wrote of Him as the kingly Messiah; Mark por- 
trayed Him as the Wonder Worker and tireless Servant 
of God and man; John the Beloved sets forth the work 
of Christ as the Son of God. And how our hearts burn 
within us as we read after these close and immediate 
disciples of the Lord Jesus who give to us vivid and minute 
descriptions, in many instances, of the work of the Lord 
Jesus! And there were Luke and other prominent dis- 
ciples of a later date who gave to us written testimony 
of the Lord Jesus. Luke, you remember, set forth Christ 
Jesus as the Friend of sinners. Paul, the great apostle, 
portrays Christ Jesus in Romans as the Peacemaker, 
chapter 5:1; as the “Lord of glory,” 1 Cor. 2:8; “the only 
foundation,” chap. 3:11; “the sacrificial lamb,” chap. 5:7; 
the “conqueror of death,” chap. 15:24-26; and as the 
“image of God,” 2 Cor. 4:4. In his letter to the church at 
Galatia, chap. 5:1 he testifies of Him as the liberator. 
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He testified of Him to the church at Ephesus, chap. 4:13, 
as the “gold of Christian character.” He testified that 
Jesus Christ was the supreme challenge in life’s struggle, 
in his letter to the church at Philippi, chap. 3:8. He 
testified to the church at Colosse, in chap. 1:18, that Jesus 
Christ is the head of the church. His testimony to the 
Thessalonians, in 1 Thess. 4:16, was that He is the 
“coming Lord.” In his first letter to Timothy, in chap. 
6:15, he testified that Jesus Christ was “the blessed and 
only potentate.” In his second letter to Timothy, chap. 
4:1, he set forth Jesus Christ as the Judge of all men. His 
testimony to Titus, in chap. 2:14, was that Jesus Christ 
is the Redeemer. I believe Paul wrote Hebrews, and, if so, 
his testimony of Jesus Christ, in chap. 2:10, was that “he 
is the captain of our salvation”; in chap. 4:14, He is the 
“great high priest”; in chap. 12:2, He is the “author 
and finisher of our faith.” 


Let us go back to two of the immediate disciples of the 
Lord Jesus. Simon Peter not only bore great testimony 
to the Lord Jesus Christ by word of mouth in his great 
sermons, but in the last days of his great ‘ministerial 
career, in his first. letter, chap. 5:25, he portrays Jesus 
Christ as the Shepherd and Bishop of our souls, who will 
give to us, when He comes, if we are faithful, a crown 
of life that fadeth not away. John the Beloved not only 
gave to us the great Gospel, but three other letters, also, 
and the last book of the Bible, Revelation, in-which he 
testified, in chap. 1:5, that Jesus Christ is the faithful 
witness; in chap. 1:8, that He is the “Alpha and Omega”; 
in chap. 5:5, that He is “the Lion of the tribe of Juda”; 
in chap. 17:14, that He is “the Lamb”; in chap. 19:13, 
that He is the “Word of God,” and in chap. 19:16, that 
He is “the King of kings and Lord of lords.” Therefore, 
in the light of the ministry of the apostolic church and 
the testimonies the minister bore by mouth and pen, is 
it not easy and reasonable to say that the Lord Jesus 
has had ample occasion to say to His Father many, many 
times since being seated at His right hand, “These are 
they that testify of me”? And today, as we read both the 
Old and New Testament, we know that the entire Book 
testifies of Jesus Christ, our precious Saviour. 


But, the responsibility of the church to bear testimony by 
word of mouth and pen did not end with the apostolic 
church, for they, as well as the prophets and writers of 
the Old Testament, left for God’s people an additional 
trust; that is, that we must believe their testimony that 
Jesus Christ did come as a Saviour of the world and ful- 
filled His mission, and that we are to bear witness for Him 
today as they bore witness for Him in their day. 


David said, in Psalm 9:11, “Sing praises to the Lord, 
which dwelleth in Zion: declare among the people his 
doings.” Again, in Psalm 40:10, “I have not hid thy 
righteousness within my heart; I have declared thy faith- 
fulness and thy salvation: I have not concealed thy 
lovingkindness and thy truth from the great congrega- 
tion.” We can never hope to win the world to the Lord 
Jesus Christ as secret, silent disciples. We must speak 
out for Him; we must bear testimony for Him whether 
we. are ministers, singers, or just mere laymen. We are to 
bear witness for Him in the pulpit, by radio and press, in 
the choir, in the pew, in our homes, at our jobs, and in 
our social contacts and business relations. If there is a 
spirit of timidity that would prevent us from testifying to 
the blessings of the Lord Jesus upon our lives, we should 
ask for forgiveness, for you remember Jesus said, “Who- 
soever therefore shall be ashamed of me and of my words, 
in this adulterous and sinful generation, of him also 
shall the Son of man be ashamed, when he cometh in 
the glory of his Father with the holy angels,” Mark 8:38. 
Paul exhorted Timothy, in 2 Tim. 1:8, “Be not thou 
therefore ashamed of the testimony of our Lord, nor of 
me his prisoner: but be thou partaker of the afflictions of 
the gospel according to the power of God.” Before Paul 
became the great witness that he eventually did become, 
he reached the place where he said, “I am crucified with 
Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me: and the life which I now live in the flesh I live by 
the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, and gave 
himself for me.” Again he said, “For me to live is Christ.” 
Then he was able to say, “For I am not ashamed of the 
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gospel of Christ: for it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth; to the Jew first, and also 
to the Greek.” 

Bearing testimony of our personal spiritual experience 
and relationship with the Lord Jesus is one of the most 
efficient means of soul winning, and let us never think 
that personal soul winning is a negligible part of the 
ministry. It was by personal testimony that Andrew, 
Simon Peter’s brother, bore testimony to Simon Peter and 
won him to the Lord Jesus. It was by personal testimony 
that Philip won Nathanael to the Lord Jesus. It was by 
personal testimony that Philip won the eunuch to the 
Lord Jesus. It was by personal message that the Lord 
Jesus won the Samaritan woman, and she went forth bear- 
ing testimony to what she had personally experienced and 
to the Man with whom she had become acquainted, and 
started a great revival in Samaria. Thus, on and on, 
personal evangelism, by personal testimony of the saving, 
cleansing, baptizing power of the Lord Jesus through the 
operation of the Holy Ghost, has made Christianity the 
greatest moving force the world has ever known and has 
brought its constituency to the professed membership 
of better than five hundred million living, not counting 
the millions who have already gone on to their reward. 

A preacher who has not a personal testimony of his 
spiritual relationship with Jesus Christ and a knowledge 
of Him, is a failure to begin with. A teacher who has 
not a knowledge of the Lord Jesus and a personal testi- 
mony is a failure to begin with. A missionary who has 
not the personal saving knowledge of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, with a warm, burning testimony in his or her 
heart, is not qualified to go to the foreign field, no matter 
what other qualifications he or she may have. This re- 
quest from a foreign field came to a mission board: “Send 
us missionaries with hot hearts.” Let us keep in mind that 
there are far too many missionaries on the field today who 
are representing drug companies, tobacco companies, man- 
ufacturing companies of various kinds, and even education, 
more than they are representing the Lord Jesus Christ. But 
Paul said, “Forasmuch as ye are manifestly declared to be 
the epistle of Christ ministered by us, written not with ink, 
but with the Spirit of the living God; not in tables of 
stone, but in fleshly tables of the heart. And such trust 
have we through Christ to God-ward.” That simply means 
this: that a preacher, missionary, teacher, whether at 
home or abroad, is to be the representative of the Lord 
Jesus with a burning testimony in his heart.

Introduction: Mrs. H. K. Suleiman 
is the wife of the former pastor of 
our mission in Jerusalem. They have 
lived in Palestine all their lives and 
are able to tell us many things of in- 
terest about the Holy Land. They have 
sacrificed many things because they 
would not take the advice of some 
and come out from the Church of 
God. They chose rather to suffer the 
afflictions with the people of God 
than to enjoy the comforts of life 
which could have been theirs had 
they given up their ideas about re- 
ligion. They were refused work which 
they were capable of doing, because 
of their belief in Pentecost. At the 
employment office they were told they 
would be given good jobs if they would 
denounce their religion. Being among 
the many displaced persons after the 
war, it worked hardships upon the 
family, but Brother Suleiman was able 
to pick up odd jobs enough to survive. 
Previously, he worked for the Gov- 
ernment several years. Brother and 
Sister Suleiman came here to send 
their two children, Jean and David, 
to Lee College and educate them to 
return to Palestine as missionaries 
for the Church of God.—J. H. W., Sr.

I realize it is not time for a report 
as yet, but there are such wonderful 
things happening here I am sure you 
will rejoice to hear. 

Our work in Cristo is proving to be 
a great success. I previously wrote 
to you stating we had a big house that 
would take care of our services. At 
that time I felt it would, but now I 
have been made to realize that not a 
house in Cristo would take care of the 
people who are interested in the gos- 
pel. Every service is a great success, 
and after each one I have to praise 
the Lord for the way He is working 
here. Last Sunday we had fifty-five 
students present for the morning serv- 
ice. We had a wonderful Sunday 
School and felt that every child re- 
ceived some good from the lesson. 
I tried to count the people at the 
Sunday night service, but they were 
so packed and jammed I had to give 
up. We did not have many chairs, so 
of course, most of them had to sit on 
the floor. At the prayer service Wed- 
nesday night we had 95 present.

Lange nee | I went to La Maya to 
have the chairs they have been using 
there brought to Cristo. This is the 
thing that Brother Blanco and I de- 
cided would be best for the present.

In Guatemala we are hearing some 
of the news from the war fronts of 
the Korean conflict. If we did not 
know the Lord and a little of His 
Word with reference to the times in 
which we are living, indeed it would 
have a tendency to dampen our spirits 
and perhaps slow up our missionary 
stride and zeal. We, at times, feel a 
keen concern, along with the many 
other heavy hearts of our homeland, 
for the flower of our American youth 
who are laying down their lives on 
the foreign soil. aay person that 

uts on a soldier’s uniform must be a 

rave man and ready to fight and 
die for the right which he is called to 
defend. In time of war, everybody of 
the warring nations share, to a cer- 
tain degree, in the suffering it brings 
and leaves in its wake. On the home 
front, it is the denial and the sacri- 
ficing of many comforts which in 
normal times, are not thought of, 
perhaps, in a way of appreciation. But 
it is war time, and everybody stiffens 
up to the occasion, and puts in his 
bit, for he wants his country to win, 


and its soldiers to come back home 


with the victory. 

The soldiers are fighting in the 
front lines, a scene too horrible for a 
writer’s pen or a printer’s ink or 
painter’s brush to describe. His very 
shoes, at times, are soaked with his 
companion and brother’s blood as they 
stand or fall together in the awful 
slaughter of war. Through it all, his 
most precious thoughts, if he is a 
Christian, are first of his God. If he is 
not, it is of his loved ones back in the 
homeland—of his precious wife and 
family, his mother, sisters, and broth- 
ers. The thought of all of them and 
of his beloved country he is defending 
is what makes him fight until the 
last breath leaves his body. He knows 
he has his family’s sympathy and 
moral support, as well as what may 
be in their power to get over to him: 
the prayers of his own dearest and 
nearest day and night. All this to 
him is backbone on the battlefield. 
To the missionary, the thoughts of 
the army behind him on the home 
front, the knowledge of being in His 
Lord’s will, the reward of carrying the 
gospel to those who have never heard, 
are inspiration to carry the battle to 
the gates.

Right now, I believe the battle in 
the spiritual realm is waging strong- 
er than ever, and it is of no less im- 


portance. I should think it greater . 


because of the greater value in spir- 
itual things. At home and abroad, 
spiritual warriors can feel the under- 
current of the enemy and recognize 
the onslaught he is trying to make on 
God’s work in these days. However, 
we are not ignorant of his devices, 
as Paul tells us, and we should have 
on the whole armor that the same 
apostle speaks of in Eph. 6:11-17. 
This is that evil day of which he 
spoke, undoubtedly, and we are in a 
great battle, doing a great work b 
the help of our Commander-in-Chief. 
As Nehemiah was dedicated to his 
work of building the walls around 
Jerusalem, so should we be given to 
ours, and even answer in like manner 
to the many adversaries: “We are do- 
ing a great work, and we cannot 
come down.” There is much that could 
be said here, but the thing is to get 
on with the work of the building and 
not come down from what we have 
undertaken to do. 

A busy man, it is said, always has 
time for something else. A good run- 
ner always tries to speed up his pace 
when nearing the goal. We are busy 
about a profitable and glorious busi- 
ness, and we can not be deterred. Let 
us put on speed; we are nearing the 
end of this age—stepping up our ef- 
forts, speeding our going out to 
heathen lands and everywhere with 
the gospel; let our ee ony I be inten- 
sified, our giving and the boosting of 
our enterprise be multiplied, and 
may the Lord increase our vision for 
the lost. Our “V-Day” is coming; the 
cease-fire order is at hand; the come- 
higher shout is about to be heard; 
and the longed-for V-King-Day will 
be ushered in! 

We here in Guatemala see the great 
need of giving the people the gospel 
truth. They have not had a gospel of 
power as the gospel our Lord has en- 
trusted to us, but rather a powerless 
gospel, and they are sunken in idol- 
atry, superstition and degrading sin, 
blinded by a religion that never saves 
—Roman Catholicism. Instead of 
bread, they have been given a stone; 
Instead of fish, they have been hand- 
ed a serpent. 


Besides our own experience and 
what we see every day of the effects 
of such a religion, we add a quotation 
from “the monk that lived again,” 
Walter M. Montana, in his book, “Be- 
hind the Purple Curtain.” And I 
quote: “A few years ago, the police 
were sent to trace down a dangerous 
criminal and thief, a capital enemy 
of the commonwealth. After a long 
search, he was found and sent to jail, 
but before he was given the uniform 
furnished to prisoners, he was sent 
to take a bath, and, to the surprise of 
the warden, it was discovered that this 
man had seven images tatooed on his 
body. The Virgin Mary of the Rosary 
was on one arm, and the Virgin of 
Carmel was on the other. On one side 
of his chest there was a cross, and 
on the other the Sacred Heart of Je- 
sus. One of his legs bore the image 
of a rooster, while on the other was 
the image of a horse. And then, as 
though all this were not sufficient, 
he bore on his back, the sinister im- 
age of the devil. 

“When the warden asked the crim- 
inal the reason for all these images, 
he replied: “The images of the virgins 
Mary and Carmel give me strength 
to fight the police, while the cross and 
the heart of Jesus on my chest make 
me invulnerable to their bullets; the 
rooster awakens me when the police 
draw near, and the horse enables me 
to escape them.’ 

“ ‘Well,’ said the warden, ‘this is all 
very well, but what need have you of 
the image of the devil?’ 

“*That,’ said the criminal, ‘is my 
very last resource. If all the other 
images fail to protect me, I ask the 
devil to make me invisible in order 
that the police cannot find me.’ 


“*But how is it then, with all this,’ 
asked the warden, ‘that you have 
fallen into the hands of the law?’ 

“ Sir,’ said the criminal, ‘you know 
that when God does not choose to 
deliver, neither can the devil do so.’ ” 

In contrast to the above instance, 
I wish to refer to one case of recent 
happening in our work in Guatemala. 
In the month of August, 1950, in 
Puerto Barrios, largest port of Guate- 
mala, and where we have a church, 
our native pastor, who is pastoring 
in the capital city of Guatemala and 
is overseer of this district where the 
church mentioned is located, made a 
visit to this church. While there, a 
young colored woman came in with 
a broken arm. The young woman 
asked for prayer, but was exhorted 
by the pastor to accept the Lord, as 
she had been in services before and 
had not decided to do so. She was so 
pained with her arm she hadn’t slept 
the night before. Now she could not 
stand anyone to touch her finger 
tips, they were so sore. The brethren 
got together, and while praying for her 
she accepted the Lord and got up and 
went out. She came back that eve- 
ning and testified that she went home 
and slept and got up and did her 
washing. The pain was all gone. The 
brethren took off the bandages, with 
her consent, and shook hands with 
her with the arm that was broken,

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He Led the Air Raid on Pearl Harbor 


I AM MITSUO FUCHIDA. As chief 
commander of the air squadron, I 
participated in the air raid on Pearl 
Harbor on December 8, 1941 (Japan 
time), which opened the Pacific war. 


THAT MORNING, seating myself in 
the first plane, I led the whole 
squadron of 360 planes into Pearl 
Harbor, and, having ascertained that 
the main force of the American Pa- 
cific Fleet, comprised of eight war- 
ships, was at anchor in Pearl Harbor, 
I lifted the curtain of warfare by dis- 
patching that cursed order No. 1, 
“Whole squadron, plunge into at- 
tack!” 

MY HEART was ablaze with joy for 
my success in getting the whole main 
force of American Pacific Fleet in 
hand, and I put my whole effort into 
the war that followed, the result of 
which was that misery which is clear 
to everyone today. 

HAVING THUS STARTED partici- 
pation in the war, I devoted myself to 
conducting warfare throughout the 
following four years, during which I 
faced death several times, but was 
miraculously saved every time, to 
survive and see the war’s termination. 

AFTER THE WAR—and 25 years of 
Navy service—I retired and took my- 
self to farming, but it was, indeed, a 
path of thorns to me. I had never in 

@: life realized so keenly the unre- 
liability of other men as I did dur- 
ing those years. I built my house and 
digged the well, but my life was a 
re-enactment of the story of Robin- 
son Crusoe. 

However, as I continued living in 
closer relation to the earth, my mind 
was gradually led to think of the 
presence of God, the Creator of all 
these. I came to feel ashamed of my 
former godless idea that man’s own 
power and ability was his only trust- 
worthy resource. I had never been an 
atheist. But I was brought up in cir- 
cumstances of very little religious 
atmosphere, and grew to manhood 
without any religion. When I enlisted 


echism” as my only ideology. 
With the termination of war, the 
national aspect was altogether trans- 





formed, and Japan stepped out for 
the reconstruction of the nation, with 
the slogan of PEACE. In the years 
that followed, I watched the constant 
change of social phenomena, but with 
cold eyes. Finally, I arrived at the 
conclusion that the only way for the 
Japanese to survive and prosper would 
be for the Japanese people to become 
thoroughly peaceful, irrespective of 
other nations’ conditions. 
However, my militarily specialized 
| mind saw in the prevalent world con- 
i ditions a possible danger of another 
war and a second Pearl Harbor. 
Therefore, with the sincere desire to 
warn the people, I determined to send 
out into the world a book entitled 
“No More Pearl Harbor,” no matter 
ow insignificant my work might be. 
As my writing progressed, I came to 
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in the Navy, I adopted the “War Cat- 


realize that in my appeal for “no 
more Pearl Harbor” there must be an 
assurance of the transformation of 
hatred among mankind to true 
brotherly love. So long as mankind 
remained in opposition to one another 
within the frame of nationality, the 
only consequence could be the de- 
struction of civilization. 

The latter half of the 20th century 
should be a generation of mankind as 
a whole, and not a generation of sep- 
arate nations; but finally the problem 
remained as to WHO could be the one 
2. accomplish such a great task as 

Ss. 

In the midst of these thoughts, one 
day in Tokyo, at Shibuya Railroad 
station, at a Pocket Testament League 
meeting, I received a Christian pam- 
phlet. The pamphlet was the testi- 
mony of Mr. Jacob DeShazer, entitled 
“I Was a,War Prisoner of Japan.” 

At the first glance, my mind was 
captivated, and I read the pamphlet 
through with great enthusiasm. One 
portion of the pamphlet interested 
me particularly, and that was the 
confession of Mr. DeShazer that dur- 
ing his imprisonment he one day 
came to feel a strong desire to read 
the Bible. He recalled to mind what he 
had heard before about Christianity 
which could transform human hatred 
to true brotherly love. This portion, 
as I read, drew my mind to the same 
state, and with a desire to read the 
Bible I purchased one and started 
reading. Before covering the first 
thirty pages my mind was strongly 
impressed and captivated. 

“THIS IS IT!” I was strongly con- 
vinced. I concluded that the true 
realization of “no more Pearl Harbor” 
was no other than to expect Christ’s 
second coming and to endeavor to 
prepare men from all over the world 
to be worthy of welcoming Christ’s 
return. 

As an approach toward this, I was 


convinced that I should, first of all, 
become a good Christian. Thus, I con- 
tacted Pocket Testament League rep- 
resentatives who showed me, from the 
Bible, how to become a Christian. I 
then opened my heart and accepted 
Jesus Christ as my personal Saviour, 
on April 14, 1950. 

I am still in the early stage of 
Christian growth, but I feel great joy 
in my daily Bible reading, and my 
heart is filled with peace as I kneel 
to pray. Moreover, I think I can say 
today, without hesitation, that God’s 
grace had been set upon me and 
guided me even before I came to 
know Christ.

CAPTAIN MITSUO FUCHIDA, now 
47 years-old, led the bombing raid on 
Pearl Harbor which opened the 
Pacific war. First man over the target 
and last to leave it, after personally 
sinking the battleship Maryland, he 
is the only officer of the seven com- 
manders and thirty-two squadron 
leaders whom he led in the Pearl 
Harbor raid to survive the war. He 
now has good reason to feel that God 
spared his life that he might be saved 
and become a testimony to Japan. 

Captain Fuchida had many close 
brushes with death, including six 
crashes at sea. Shortly before the 
battle of Midway he underwent an 
appendectomy on board ship, Though 
he did not fly, he was in the thick of 
that battle. A bomb hit on his ship, 
broke both his legs, and hurled him 
into the sea, from which he was res- 
cued and sent back to Japan. Had he 
not been out of action he would have 
commanded the Japanese air force at 
Guadalcanal and might well have met 
the fate of many of his fellow officers 
who died there. 

God had other plans for Captain 
Fuchida, as this testimony from his 
own lips reveals. 

Captain Fuchida is now traveling 
through Japan with the evangelistic 
teams of the Pocket Testament 
~~ as a full-time member of the 
staff.

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I wish to give you from time to time 
some of the interesting features of the 
country in which we work. India has 
many customs different to our own 
in the United States. One of them is 
the marriage ceremony. We are living 
among Syrian Christians so it is their 
marriage custom which I will describe. 

Not long ago we were invited to at- 
tend a wedding. Not too many years 
ago marriage contracts were made at 
any age and even before birth, pro- 
vided the child would be a boy or girl 
as the case demanded. Now there is a 
law that the girl must be sixteen and 
the boy twenty-one. There are many 
violations of this law, however. Among 
the Syrian Christians the girl is usual- 
ly eighteen or even older. 

All the arrangements for the mar- 
riage are made between the two fa- 
thers. When a father has a daughter 
approaching marriageable age he be- 
gins to look over the young men in his 
same caste to find a suitable husband 
for his daughter. He will not be satis- 
fied with just anyone. An Indian told 
me the young man must be rich, edu- 
cated, and fair. The same is true with 
the father of the boy. He wants a girl 
for his son that will have these same 





qualities, also one who will be a good 


mother to his boy’s children. 

At last a bargain is made, and the 
zirl’s father must pay a dowry to the 
boy’s father. If the family is poor, this 
works a real hardship on the father. 
He may even have to sell his home to 
provide the dowry, because he must 
pay it. In this country it is a disgrace 
for a girl not to marry. These mar- 
riages are forever. Divorces occur very 
seldom. 

The bride and groom may never see 
each other until the day of the wed- 
ding. This was the case of the mar- 
riage we attended. Sometimes, how- 
ever, in these “enlightened days,” the 
boy may accompany one of his friends 
to the home of the girl. She will serve 
lemonade, and thus the boy will have 
a chance to look her over, but they 
will not talk to each other. 

The ceremony itself is considered 
very sacred and is a very solemn oc- 
casion. Both the bride and groom 
wear spotless white. Before the groom 
appears, his friends sing the forty- 
fifth Psalm with him, and then pray. 
This wedding took place in a home, 
but usually they are held in the 
church. The groom then appeared and 
sat down at a table covered with a 
white cloth. Soon the bride and her 
party arrived. The bride was seated 
at the right side of the groom by her 
mother. The groom was quite young 
and so nervous that occasionally there 
were tears in his eyes that he had to 
brush away hastily. We did not see the 
face of the bride until long after the 
ceremony, so very shy was she. She 
kept her sari over her face during the 
entire ceremony. Neither ever glanced 
at the other. 

During the ceremony the women sit 
on one side of the room and the men 
on the other, as in church. The serv- 
ice began with a song and a prayer. 
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Then Brother French preached a ser- 
mon on the sacredness of marriage. 
There was another prayer, and Broth- 
er John, an Indian pastor, preached 
another sermon. After this he went 
around the table to the young couple 
and joined their hands. They still 
did not look at one another. Then 
they each repeated long marriage 
vows. The groom was only audi- 
ble; as for the bride, you could see her 
lips move. 

After the ceremony comes the wed- 
ding feast. If the marriage takes place 
in the home of the groom, the bride’s 
family are served first, and vice versa. 
The men and women do not eat to- 
gether. This is the one time in her 
life that the bride eats with her hus- 
band. From then on she serves him 
first and then eats after he has fin- 
ished. 

The wedding feast is very elaborate, 
as far as the Indians are concerned. 
First, a clean banana leaf is given 
everyone, then a generous helping of 
rice is put on that. All around the rice 
are placed the different, curries— 
chicken, fish, beef, and coconut, pa- 
paya, banana, etc. The curries are 
endless, and so hot they make tears 
run down your cheeks. After every- 
one is served, you mix the curries with 
the rice as you wish, with your fingers, 


and you eat with your fingers. Dessert 
consists of a very delicious kind of ba- 
nana that is grown here and served 
especially at weddings. You may eat it 
plain or mix it with more rice, butter; 
milk, and sugar.

They con- 
sisted of packages with two cakes of 
le or two glasses, books, money, 
etc. 

After all the wedding festivities are 
completed, the couple goes to live with 
the parents of the groom, where they 
live until the father’s death and the 
property is divided. The bride is ex- 
pected to share the work of the home 
under the direction of the mother-in- 
law. She must bring up her children 
in the traditions of her husband’s 
family.

Report by N.4.E.12 Welfare regency 


Following is a brief report by Rev. 
Milford Sholund, Executive Director of 
the Evangelical Welfare Agency of 
N.A.E., appointed by the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals as one of its 
delegates to the President’s Mid-Cen- 
tury White House Conference on Chil- 
dren and Youth. 

The Mid-Century White House Con- 
ference on Children and Youth, held 
December 3-7 in Washington, D. C., 
reflected the trend of the times at the 
mid-century in America. Five thou- 
sand representatives from all states in 
the Union, and a limited number of 
observers from 39 foreign. countries 
met together for five days of intensive 
discussion and study. 

The delegates, representing every 
type of professional, vocational and 
voluntary interest in child training 
and welfare, gave unmistakable en- 
dorsement of two basic needs of chil- 
dren. First the conference recognized 
the vital importance of the family as 
the primary influence in the child’s 
life. This attitude was encour- 
aging in view of the world-wide threat 
of communism, which depreciates the 
family. Second, there was a- definite 
recognition of the need of the de- 
velopment of religious and spiritual 
values in the life of the child, and 
that education today, in many cases, 
is not meeting the needs of children 
and youth in this regard. How reli- 
gious and spiritual values should be 
encouraged was left to the family 
and the church. The conference was 
not in a mood to recommend a place 
for religious training within the cur- 
riculum of the tax-supported, public 
schools.

th Federal aid to 


the States for educational services. 
After a sharp debate from the floor, 
the plenary session of all delegates )) 
rejected any amendments to a reso- 
lution that would have included paro- 
chial and private schools in the Fed- 
eral aid program. The recommenda- 
tion that was accepted with over- 
whelming consent read substantially 
as follows: “that further Federal aid 
to the States for educational services, 
in tax-supported public schools, with- 
out Federal control, (be given) to help 
equalize educational opportunity; the 
issue of auxiliary services to be con- 
sidered on its merits in separate legis- 
lation.” 

There were many other vital obser- 
vations made by Mark Fakkema. and 
Milford Sholund, official delegates of 
N.A.E. at the conference. Both of the

SPECIAL MISSION NEWS 
December 15, 1950 


REPORT ON JAPAN—Dr. Clyde W. 
Taylor and Dr. J. Elwin Wright, on 
their around-the-world tour of mis- 
sion stations, have sent in a report 
on Japan. The following is taken from 
the report. They arrived in Japan, 
October 26, and ieft for Manila on 
November 8. Altogether they had 
thirty meetings and group confer- 
ences. “The most important of these 
was an all-day and evening devoted 
to the second annual meeting of 
Evangelical Missions Association of 
Japan, held at the Chapel Center in 
Tokyo. Over one hundred _ mission- 
aries, representing almost all the 
evangelical mission organizations in 
Japan, were present during the day.” 

The Evangelical Missions Associa- 
tion of Japan is an autonomous or- 
ganization of mission boards and in- 
dividuals, and is unique in that it is 
the first truly evangelical organiza- 
tion for cooperation among missions 
in an area formerly dominated by 
liberals. Among the accomplishments 
of this association during the past 
year were these: Setting up a radio 
commission for Japan; representing 
its members before SCAP; establish- 
ing a summer conference at Kariza- 
wa; and organizing the. first Chris- 
tian Day School for missionaries’ 
children. 

There is a general conviction that 
an evangelical association of churches, 
to coordinate the interests of all 
national evangelical groups, will soon 
e organized. Japan is a needy field 
oday, with a great variety of mis- 
sionary opportunities. “After discount- 
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ing the overoptimism of some in win- 
ning all the Japanese to Christ, it is 
still undoubtedly the greatest mission- 
ary opportunity of this generation.” 

REPORT ON THE PHILIPPINES 
AND HONG KONG—Instead of flying 
direct to Manila, the first stop of our 
representatives going around the 
world, was Seoul, Korea. This was the 
first regular through flight since the 
Korean War. At the airport, the con- 
stant activity of fighter planes and 
bombers, and the bombed-out build- 
ings, made them feel very close to the 
war. 

They arrived at Manila, landing 

just after a battle had been fought 
etween the Huks and Government 
troops. Ten missionary organizations, 
two independent groups, and the na- 
tional churches were represented at 
meetings that went on throughout the 
day and evening. Asa result of the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit, the 
Evangelical Missions Fellowship of 
the Philippines was organized, with 
provisional officers and committees, 
including one to prepare a constitu- 
tion to be presented at a national 
conference in the spring of 1951. 


Dr. Taylor and Dr. Wright arrived 
in Hong Kong at noon on Friday, 
November 10. Immediately they began 
a continuous round of services and 
conferences with mission and nation- 
al church groups. They spoke thirty 
times during the seven-day stay in 
Hong Kong, including seven services 
on Sunday. The high light of their 
visit came on Tuesday morning, when 
approximately one hundred mission- 
aries and Chinese leaders attended a 
meeting of the existing Evangelical 


Fellowship. The hope is that out of 
these preliminary meetings will come 
the formation of a more permanent 
organization. 

“During our visit to Hong Kong we 
found that missionary work was in a 
very abnormal state due to the heavy 
influx of mainland missionaries, na- 
tional Christian leaders and refugees. 
The missionaries in a number of cases 
have brought their Bible institutes or 
seminaries to Hong Kong and have 
generally set up China headquarter 
offices there. 

“This creates some difficulties be- 
cause, to a degree, these- mainland 
pastors are also looked upon as for- 
eigners, but the sense of unitv among 
evangelicals can overcome the ob- 
stacles. 

“The metropolitan area of Hong 
Kong, including the island and main- 
land territories, has grown in recent 
years from a population of one-half 
million to two and one-half million 
people. It is estimated that approxi- 
mately one million are refugees. Mul- 
titudes of these are found sleeping on 
= sidewalks, especially in Kowloon 

y. 

“The American community consists 
of approximately 950 adults and 350 
children, which would include some 
150 adults that are missionaries. Since 
the Government would like to see this 
over-all number reduced for security 
reasons, visas may be more difficult to 
secure for missionary work. On the 
part of the missionaries, there seemed 
to be a complete absence of appre- 
hension as they press forward in their 
local programs of evangelization and 
education.”

CHURCH SERVICES IN INDIA 
By Dora P. Myers 

Nov. 2, 1950—I have been in India 
now about three weeks. It is, indeed, a 
strange new world. Everything is so 
different; the food, the vegetation, the 
customs, the people, and the language. 
It is not easy to fit oneself into so 
strange an environment. But the Lord 
is blessing me, and I find myself lik- 
ing the new surroundings and loving 
the people more and more each day. 





It is impossible to describe the food. 
A person has to taste to see. There 
are sO many new vegetables and fruits 
and new ways of preparing them that 
we know nothing about in the United 
States. 

There are many, many coconut 
groves, hundreds of acres of rice fields, 
much sugar cane, tea, coffee, bananas 
and rubber grown, 

A church service is very different 
from ours. The people are of very dark 


tians. The women wear white sari 
which consist of six yards of materia 
draped in a very graceful fashion over 
their bodies and their shoulders, in 
such a way as to form a covering for 
their heads. The men, also, wear white. 
They wear a white cloth called a dhoti 
for a shirt and a long white shirt, 
quite different from the American 
style shirt, over this. Most everyone 
goes barefoot, but if they do wear 
sandals, they take them off outside 
the church.

The church service consists of 
prayers and testimonies, with much 
singing between each testimony. Near- 
ly everyone testifies. Usually there are 
two sermons, each about an hour long. 
All during this time the people sit on 
the grass mat on the floor, the wom- 
en on one side and the men on the 
other. The service begins between ten 
and eleven o’clock in the morning 
and ends between two-thirty and three 
o’clock in the afternoon. There are no 
altar calls such as we know in the 
United States. Seldom are there eve- 
ning services, because of the danger, 
of snakes. The cobras come out at 
night. Nearly everyone walking after 
dark carries a torch of some kind, be- 
cause most of the time the cobra will 
run from light. 

This past week end we had a fine 
Bible camp meeting for the youth at 
Mt. Zion, which is the property of the 
Church. Services began on Thursday 
evening and lasted through Sunday. 
Each morning from five to six o’clock 
there was a tarrying meeting. From 
eight-thirty until nine-thirty a Bible 
lesson was taught. The rest of the day 
was spent in visiting in the homes of 
the community, until three-thirty or 
four o’clock, when a street meeting 
was held in the business section of 
Chengannur. During the Bible camp 
meeting, services were held at night 
by lantern light. It was an unusual 
sight to see the dark faces enveloped 
in white by the dim lantern light. 


Last Sunday morning there was a 
baptismal service in a river in Chen- 
gannur. Five young men and one 
young woman were baptized. The 
Lord’s Supper was administered dur- 
ing the Sunday morning service. Nine- 
ty-four partook of the Lord’s Supper. 

During all the services we felt the 
power of God, and the Holy Ghost was 
much in evidence and at work. Every- 
one felt renewed in the Spirit and re- 
turned to his home with more enthu- 
siasm to do the Lord’s work in his 
oe.

We 
are reminded of the words of Nehe- 
miah, “So build we the walls .. . for 
the people had a mind to work.” These 
precious people have not received any 
financial help on their church so far, 
and it will take a considerable amount 
when they are ready to put on the 
roof. This is built of white cut stone, 
which the Parish of St. Ann has in 
abundance. It makes a very strong 
and beautiful church. Perhaps you 
would like to help these people roof 
their building. 








This is a picture of the Eckstein 
church in Barbados. Brother Winters, 
the overseer, writes, “We have just 
completed extensive repairs on the 
Eckstein church.
